Battered by a heavy German attack, 
the French were driven back toward 
Chattancourt station, less than six miles 
from Verdun's outskirts. The Germans, 
however, were unable to hold their gains 
and were swept back upon Cumieres

pinched against the bank of the Meuse 
by the counter attack and wiped out.

French Official Report. 

PARIS, May 31.—The official btate- 
ment issued today admitting the French 
loss near Cumieres said: 

On the left bank of the River 
Meuse a ferocious battle took place 
between Dead Man hill and the 
Meuse.

two days, delivered repeated attacks,

The Culver Military academy of Indiana 
has just closed a two weeks’ camp of in- 
struction for\high school students from 
Indiana and neighboring states. In this 
camp about 500 boys were given such 
training as was possible. 
Four things were noticeable about this 
camp: The careful individual instruction 
possible because ot the presence of the 
regular cadets of the academy; the exam- 
ple constantly furnished the high school 
_ boys by the permanent battalion of ca- 
dets made up of boys who recefve four 
years of training; the zeal of the boys be- 
ing instructed; and the. fact that they 
absorb such instruction much more read- 
ily than do men. 


Early to Bed and Early to Rise. 

From 5:30 in the morning until 8:30 at 
night, when they had to be in bed, the time 

‘was filled in military instruction of all 
kinds, with just enough rest periods and 
periods of recreation to prevent any un- 

due demand on the physique of the boys. 

The excellence of the methods used for 

instruction were particularly Meticeable. 

Each student had careful individual in- 
struction in each subject. Bach student 
was supplied with a pamphlet with illus- 
trations showing the proper and imprpper 
ways of sitting and standing; the various 
movements of the manual of arms, the 

’ positions in loading and firing; the correct 
and incorrect way to salute; the various 
movements of the squad; how to take ad- 
vantage of cover, and how to understand 
the commands by meane of which an of- 
ficer indicates to his men where to look 
for the target upon which they are to 

Lessons from Lantern Slides. - 

Methods of using and obeying battle 

commands, the use of advance and rear 
guards, outposts and patrols were also 
illustrated by a most excellent system of 
lantern slides gotten up by Capt. Noble, 
one of the instructors. The terraine 
around Culver is sufficiently varied and 
the farmers sufficiently friendly to permit 
of these exercises actually being carried 
out after they have been thoroughly ex- 
plained to the student.
